The drought this Sum mer In Col­ 
orado is unusual, even for that rain­ 
less clime.

The hay crep en the Snohomish, 
W ashington Territory, is twenty-live 
per cent, better than last year. 
It is proposed to prospect the bed of 
the Upper Missouri for gold, the idea 
being th at if the Jefferson m ines are 
good and extensive, the bed of the 
Missouri will prove better and more 
extensive. 
The Puget Sound Courier says a 
party of explorers, who recently left 
Olympia to search for anthracite coal, 
have returned, bringing with them 
specimens of the croppings of a coal 
vein, which bears a nearer resem­ 
blance to anthracite, both in appear­ 
ance and specific gravity, than any­ 
thing heretofore discovered in the Ter­ 
ritory. And what is still more in its 
favor is th at it is nearer the Sound 
than the Packwood discovery, and 
there is an easy grade for a railroad 
from Olympia to the mine, and a 
direct and practicable route to W alla 
W alla. Fine veins of lead ore have 
been discovered but a few miles from 
these coal deposits.

Then- are 
none of us that cannot be stimulated 
to renewed efforts through tie- friendly 
indorsement of what we have already 
done. We all love praise: we all love 
to be told that we are doing well; we 
all love the approving smile and en­ 
couraging word of those whose good 
oplnlou we value. We pretend not to 
care anything about it; but it is just 
as gratifying now, after twenty years’ 
experience, to be told that an article 
is well written and to the point, as it 
was at the beginning of our journal­ 
istic career. 
We believe other 
editors 
and 
other professionals 
are equally pleased at praise and 
equally 
depressed 
over adverse 
comment. 
Their 
modesty 
and 
pride will not permit an admission of 
the fact, but we are confident it exists. 
There is no clas9 of professional labor­ 
ers that work with less encouragement 
from those who are directly interested 
in the result of theireffbrts than school 
teachers. Parents all want their chil­ 
dren taught everything and as rapidly 
as possible, but they seldom encourage 
the teacher with their presence 
and approval. 
A 
man has a 
horse he 
wishes 
trained ; he 
sends him out to the race-track, se­ 
lects a trainer and every day he drives 
out and talks with the trainer and 
witnesses the speeding of his horse. 
The same man has two or three little 
girls and boys, whom, in truth, he 
thinks a great deal more of than of 
his pet horse, yet he sends these chil­ 
dren to a school conducted by a person 
with whom he has no acquaintance 
and with whom he takes no pains to 
become acquainted. 
People do not 
seem to care anything about those 
who teach their children. 
This is 
wrong and discourages those who 
have undertaken and are doing their 
utmost to perform a difficult and la­ 
borious task. Parents should visit the 
schools and become acquainted with 
the teacher*. 
Where worthy they 
should receive their meed of praise. 
Young lady teachers are often com­ 
pelled to leave home and friends and 
seek employment among strangers. 
They are alone and lonesome, and too 
often have 110 friends save their little 
pupils. 
Parents have it in their 
power, and it is their duty, to invite 
the young women to whom they have 
entrusted the training of their chil­ 
dren, to their homes; study their na­ 
tures, and with their friendship and 
approval encourage them to go for­ 
ward in the discharge of their duty. 
The old notion that a school-teacher is 
an inferior sort of person, is becoming 
somewhat obsolete. The mother who 
is too high-tonod to visit her chil­ 
dren’s school-teacher or invite her to 
her house, has given birth to bipeds 
too good and too refined to attend a 
public school. Parents do not visit 
the schoolroom as often as they should. 
The Hebrew portion of the commu­ 
nity, not only here, but everywhere, 
more generally discharge this duty 
tban others, but all might do still bet­ 
ter. Parents owe it to themselves, 
their children and their teachers to 
visit the schools often and encourage 
and commend where commendation 
may be honestly giveif.

Major Babcock further reports that 
renegade Indians are all coming in 
under the terms of Crook’s ultimatum. 
One hundred and seventy-three sur­ 
rendered at tSan Carlos on the 2oth to 
Major lfandall of the Twenty-third 
Infantry, and to Major Babcock, of 
the Fifth Cavalry. The people of 
Arizona are gratefully indebted for 
the zeal and untiring energy with 
which these officers have carried out 
General Crook’s instructions, and 
brought a permanent peace to all our 
Territory Bouth of Salt river.

A branch of the Farmers’ Bank at 
Saa Jose will soon be stated in Hol­ 
lister. 
Two shocks of earthquake were felt 
at six o’clock on Sunday evening at 
Santa Clara. 
One hundred and fifteen cases of 
honey in the comb, weighing 8,000 
pounds, were shipped Saturday from 
San Diego, by Pauly <Sr Son’s to San 
Francisco. 
Mr. Riche, of San Diego, has located 
a fine bee rauch in the foot-hills about 
three miles south of old San Bernar­ 
dino. He will put 400 bee-hives on 
the ranch at once. 
A Californian of means proposes to 
start a tannery at Vallejo, if induce­ 
ments are offered him, and the Val­ 
lejo Board of Trade have appointed a 
committee to confer with him on the 
subject.

The Colusa independent says the 
people of that locality are rushing to 
the springs and mountains. There is 
considerable sickness at Colusa at 
[•resent, which generally assumes a 
typhoid form. 
The farm of J. Anderson & Co., in 
San Bernardino county, is probably 
the most extensive in that county. 
The entire body of land—two miles 
in lengtli and one in breadth—was 
planted this year in grain—wheat and 
barley.

Tulare Items. 
From the Delta of July 30. 
There are now six prisoners in the 
county jail. 
We learn from Michael Mooney that 
a man by the name of Sullivan, late 
of the Second U. S. Cavalry, was lying 
dead on the road between I’osy creek 
ami Delano last Saturday. 
The enterprise to which we have be­ 
fore referred—placing a steamer on 
Tulare Lake—is one of more than or­ 
dinary importance. It will afford the 
means of transferring wool and lum­ 
ber to the western shore, thus render­ 
ing a large region habitable. 
We learn that the railroad company 
are pulling up the round bouse at De­ 
lano and removing it t© the banks of 
Kern river, two and a half miles this 
side of Bakersfield. We hear it said, 
further, that it is proposed to build a 
station some nine miles beyond the 
latter place. 
The regular nine o’clock gun-fire on 
the Y’ard no longer salutes the ears of 
our people. The cause of the discon­ 
tinuance of this time-immemorial 
custom is not known, or at least an­ 
nounced. THe general impression 
seems to be that it is a master stroke 
of economy in the new line of reform 
recently chalked out. We have not 
yet computed the exact saving, which 
will be made by dispensing with this 
luxury. It must, however, be im­ 
mense—not less than $75 a year. In 
something less than 15,000 years this 
will make an aggregate saving suffi­ 
cient to build a man-of-war.—[Vallejo 
Chronicle, July 29th. 


S U M M E 1 Í G O O D S 
Summer Skating on Ice. 
¡Skating has become a fashionable 
pursuit, and is carried on largely now 
at Brine’s Ground. The skate9 used 
are, of course, the regular India-rub­ 
ber contrivances with which, at no 
little exertion of force, the skater 
glides over a flooring of asphalte. 
Til is is at best but a poor apology: and 
the idea occurrs to the writer of "Ta­ 
ble Talk” in Once a Week, could not 
something better be contrived? For 
instance: Ice is now made by machin­ 
ery-hard, pure, and in any shape and 
size—at a rapid rate. An ice floor 
would not, perhaps, be very easily 
maintained in order, so keep to the 
asphalte; but why not have a fleshly- 
contrived skate, into which, as often 
as required, an attendant, standing by 
a machine, could slip out stout blades 
of pure ice, which would glide over the 
asphalte as rapidly as the metal blade 
does in Winteroveran icy plain? There 
are di sad vantages,of course. The blades

W I N D O W - S H A D E S 
Winter Irrigation. 
One of the gravest problems of 
Southern California is the develop­ 
ment of large areas of fertile lands 
which are generally regarded as not 
sufficiently moist to carry a crop 
through the dry Summer months 
without resorting to artificial irriga­ 
tion. Is nature so much at fault as 
most of us are accustomed to suppose ? 
Probably not, as a few suggestions 
wiH heip to demonstrate. Nature ir­ 
rigates in the Winter, if the real 
Spring-time of this part of the world 
may be called Winter. Our farmers 
irrigate in the Summer. We always 
do well to follow the methods of na­ 
ture, in dealing with the productions 
of the soil. 
Some of our more 
thoughtful farmers have acted on this 
theory. The result of their experi­ 
ments could not be more satisfactory. 
Their methods are as simple as they 
are successful, while no device could 
be more economical. With the first 
rain-full, as soon as the plow can be 
made to turn a furrow, the dryest 
land on the farm is thrown Into ridges 
by running furrows two or three feet 
apart across the field, so as to collect 
the water in the furrows and retain it 
there until it sinks into the ground. 
By this cheap device, but very little 
of the early rains will escape, but will 
be compelled to penetrate far down 
into the Bummer-parched earth. 
When the grasses begin to grow it 
will be an easy matter between the 
rains to turn back the furrows and 
level the ground once more. This 
second rough plowing will destroy the 
grass and fertilize the soil, while it 
stUl remains for weeks in a loose and 
porous condition,best adapted to retain 
and absorb tbe rain. By mid-win­ 
ter the field will be in perfect 
order for deep plowing, which will 
prepare the ground for absorbing the 
- rains like a sponge. Finally,

Petroleum. 
Col. Peel returned to the city on the 
afternoon train yesterday, after a two 
days’ visit to the oil region. He re­ 
ports everything In a flourishing con­ 
dition there. The well on the Temple 
claim Is dowu between seventy and 
eighty feet. The machinery is in per­ 
fect order and works like a thlug of 
life. The workmen are drilling from 
seven to ten feet per day. At present 
they are in shale formation with con­ 
siderable oil and gas coming in. The 
oil has changed to a green color in the 
last ten feet, w hich is very favorable 
for a good quality. Mr. Spangler, w'ho 
is boring this well, has had considera- 
ole experience in Pennsylvania, and 
he says that the indications are favor­ 
able for a flowing well in less than 
two hundred feet, but he intends to 
sink it eight hundred, if the flow of 
oil does not prevent. There aro a 
number of prospectors in the moun­ 
tains now searcliing for and locating 
new oil claims. 
Ten miles north of these oil claims 
on the opposite side of Santa Clara 
Valley, lies that extensive belt of 
placer mines, in which the Castac 
company is located and at work. 
Thirty or forty persons have passed 
Lyons Station within the last four 
days, going out to examine these 
mines. That they are rich we 
have no 
doubt, and if water 
hal been convenient there would 
have been more men at work 
there now than upon any other placer 
diggings in California. 
When the 
fact is generally known that the Cas­ 
tac MiningCompany will put a stream 
of water on these mines, there will be 
as great a rush to these mines as 
there ever has been to any in the 
State. These deposits are extensive 
and rich and will be worked very 
soon. The present outlook for the 
mining interest of Southern Califor­ 
nia is very favorable. Some very rich 
quartz, with gold shining all through 
it, was found in the mountains above 
the placer range, and brought into the 
city. The owner thinks and feels 
himself rich, and tlie prospects are 
that he is. 
Mr. Carreras, who also returned 
from the same section yesterday after 
a four days’ stay, corroborates Colonel 
Peel’s report of the oil district, and 
adds some other points of interest. A 
few days age Mr. M. Kraszyu9ki, who 
lives near Lyons Station, while pass­ 
ing up an arroyo in that locality, dis­ 
covered thirty-two flowing oil springs 
within a short distance of each other. 
His discovery is counted a fortunate 
one. The springs on Dr. Gelsich’s 
claim, formerly the Rice claim, 
are flowing constantly; the tanks have 
all been filled and the oil is now run­ 
ning to waste. 
Mr. Carreras has secured a lot in 
San Fernando upon which he will 
commence to build refinery at once. 
Besides refining the petroleum lie ex­ 
pects to do an extensive business in 
manufacturing olive oil, and, to this 
end, lie lias already engaged almost 
the entire olive crop of the Mission 
and vicinity—some 10,000 gallons. 
While on his trip, Mr. Carreras was 
so unfortunate as to have a valuable 
horse die on his hands, and he will 
thus lie compelled to purchase from 
the livery stable keeper an animal 
which is now of no earthly use to him. 
He has our sympathy. 
Between the oil, the gold, and the 
various other sources of wealth at San 
Fernando and vicinity, that section 
promises to become of no little impor­ 
tance in the eyes of the world at some 
day in the near future. 
From the Country. 
Mr. L. D. Rowell, from the Russell 
and Durrell neighborhood, one and a 
half miles southwest of Florence, re­ 
ports farmers busy, and crops looking 
remarkably well. 
Mr. Eli Taylor reports everything 
prosperous at Los Nietos. 
A farmer, too modest to allow ins 
name to he used, from Orange brings 
in excellent reports of the crops. The 
threshing is progressing and the yield 
of grain large—more than an average. 
Another from Compton brings a simi­ 
lar report. 
Reports from El Monte and Azusa 
of a similar character reacli us. 
We had the pleasure of meeting Rev. 
J. R. Tansey, 1*. E. of the M. E. 
Church, a day or two since, and lie re­ 
ports the entire southern part of tlie 
State, never in so prosperous a con­ 
dition as this season. He ought to 
know for Ids district embraces 
all that, part of the Statu on 
the coast running back to Arizona, 
from San Luis Obispo to the Mexican 
line, a distance of about tiiree hun­ 
dred miles by two hundred wide. We 
hope this statement will not frighten 
any of our Eastern clergymen from 
coming to this coast when they seo 
that their western brother lia9 an area 
of about sixty thousand square miles 
in his sheep-fold to guard as a shep­ 
herd, for we wish we could induce a

This writ the 
Supervisors of Siskiyou and Hum­ 
boldt counties refuse to obey, and have 
proceeded to appoint commissioners 
to apportion the debt of Klnnuuh be­ 
tween their respective counties. Sis­ 
kiyou appoiuted Elijah Steele uud 
Abisha Swain, and Humboldt ap­ 
pointed John A. Watson and John 
Kelcher as such commissioners. On 
the other hand, the Klamath county 
officers have decided to yield obedi­ 
ence to the writ.

the ease has not been fully made, and 
the physicians are not entirely satis­ 
fied a« to trtiflt is the exact cause of 
tlie patient’s affliction. Professor 
Howard, who attends t he man regu­ 
larly, in connection with Dr. Worth­ 
ington, is of the opinion that it may 
he some undeveloped brain affection. 
The convulsions, which were very fre- 
: qiieni for some time after the patient 
was first attacked, have become much 
: less frequent. He had only three yes- 
tcrday, while at first he had about 
twenty in fifteen hours. Convulsions 
are one of the prominent systems of 
hydrophobia. The..sufferers also ex­ 
perience difficulty in swallowing water 
which is another symptom of hydro­ 
phobia, though 
it 
is also 
a 
symptom in other 
diseases as 
well. 
War will not consent to 
wear a shirt. He will tear tlie gar­ 
ment otr if ohe is put on him, and at 
times lie will hite his pillow. He 19 
unable to articulate, but generally 
makes himself understood by signs 
and motions. A young man, an asso­ 
ciate of his, who attends him, gener­ 
ally comprehend him readily. The 
patient seems to understand what is 
spoken to him, hut cannot answer 
orally. This is not usual in cases of 
hydrophobia, as patients afflicted with 
that terrible disease can generally 
talk rationally after the paroxysms 
are over. It” was learned from the 
young man that he had been bitten 
by a (log ten years ago. I’rof. Howard 
states that the longest period inter­ 
vening between the bite and tlie de­ 
velopment of the disease of which lie 
had hoard was seven years.”
